Mrs. Roosevelt 
Cites Differnces 
Of East, West 


PARIS, Sept. 28— Mrs. F r a n k ­ 
lin D. Roosevelt declared today 
that the dem oc ra tic world should 
not be “ d eluded” by the efforts 
of “ the forces of r e a c t i o n to 
prostitute the words of our great 
free tradition.” 
The widow of the late Presi­ 
dent, a m e m b e r of the United 
I States delegation to the Unnted 
' Nations, m a d e her co m m e n t in 
a speech at the Sorbonne. 
As a m em ber of the Human 
R I C h i s 
Commission, 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt recalled that a dec­ 
laration on human rights had 
been adopted unanimously but 
for 
four 
abstentions 
of 
the 
USSR, Yugoslavia, U k r a i n e 
and Byelorussia. 
In her discourse. Mrs. Roose­ 
velt m a d e these points to estab­ 
lish that the C om m unist states 
disregard d em o cracy ; 
1. The USSR contends that its 
press is free because the state 
furnishes the m a c h i n e r y , the 
paper and the salaries of those 
who work on the paper. But, she 
argued, were the publication to 
print m aterial critical of basic 
C om m unist policies and 
beliefs 
“ som e good reasons w o u l d be 
found for abolishing the pa p e r.” 
2. In a totalitarian s t a t e 
a 
trade union is an instru rn e n t 
used by the governm ent to en­ 
force duties and spread propa­ 
ganda while in dem ocracies the 
trade unions are instruments of 
the workers themselves. 
3. The Soviet Union insists that 
it provides full em ployment for 
its people but a society in which 
everyone works m a y be a slave 
society. In the United States it is 
realized that the right to work 
is also the right to choose one’s 
job.

HARD WORK 
THE prov erbial sturdy virtues o f t h e 
Dutch people are lay ing the gro undwo rk 
fo r an early recov ery from war-made con­ 
ditions. 
Industry , especially , has done well, pro­ 
duction hav ing reached a point abo ve the 
19 38 mark. Steel has doubled its prewar 
ou’/uL-This is credited to the fact th , * the 
gov ernment, composed of Catho l i e s and 
Labo rites, and led by a Labor prime min­ 
ister. has been able to inspire confidence 
in the peo ple and thus get full co o per, tion. 
Ratio ning and other restrictions resulting 
from a controlled economy are accept d as 
necessary ev ils, with the ultimate aim o f a 
free enterprise sy stem. The ten percent of 
the arable land which was 
inundated 
by 
salt water has taken three y ears 
to re­ 
claim, but is now under cultivatio n. Tax es 
are being paid. 
Like ev ery other country in Euro pe, h o w­ 
ev er, Holland faces the fact that ex po rts 
must reach a point much h igh er th ^n th e 
prewar level. This situation is co mplicated 
by the loss of colonial inco me. Th e Bene­ 
lux organization is ex pected to be o f h elp 
in the future, but needs aid fro m th e Eco ­ 
no mic Co-operation Administratio n to get 
it going. 
The straightforward, 
matter-o f-fact fac­ 
ing o f problems and the fo rth righ t buckling 
down to hard work, with no back w a r d 
looks and no selfpity /are perh aps c h a r ­ 
acteristic of Netherlander. But th ey hav e 
no copy right on this method. Oth er Euro ­ 
peans migh t with p r o 
f i t f Alow th eir 
ex ample. 


THE FOURTH TAFT 
THERE LL alway s be a Taft. Sen a t a r 
Ro bert's so n. William Ho ward Taft III, 
has 
been named special assistant to th e ch ief 
of th e Eco no mic Co -o peratio n Administra­ 
tion missio n to Ireland. Yo ung Taft is an 
English instructo r at Yale Univ e r s i t v, 
wh ere h e h as been specializing in I r i s h 
civilizatio n and custo ms. 
He makes the fourth generation of his 
family to enter public serv ice. The names 
of his father, the senator, and his grand­ 
father, the President and chief justice, are 
well known. Less familiar is the fact that 
President Taft s father, J udge Alpho n s o 
Taft, was secretary of war and attorney - 
general in the Grant administration. 
Now that Hie newest Taft has entered the 
gov ernment serv ice, he may add new laur­ 
els to a family which already has far more 
than most. 


The latest historical figure to be recog­ 
nized by a memorial stamp is Peter Stuy ­ 
v esant, last Dutch gov ernor of New York. 
Acco rding to th e stamp, h e o rganized th e 
first vo lunteer fire department in America. 
By th e irony o f fate, h e h imself w as fired. 


The campaign speeches of Truman and 
Dewey offer a startling contrast in person­ 
alities. 
Truman 
slugs; 
Dewey 
philoso­ 


phizes. Truman hits his opponents; Dewey 


speaks as though there were hardly an y 
opposition. Truman seeks to conquer by di­ 
v iding; Dewey preaches national unity . 


This difference in attitude is not merely 
a well-considered pitching of the campaign 
on a certain lev el on the assumption that 
that is the road to success; it is rather a 
response to basic difference in the political 
affiliations and personal characters of the 
men. 


Truman is a Democrat. He joined t h e 
organization y oung and stay ed w i t h it. 
Whatev er he has achiev ed in life is a prod­ 
uct of this association. He recognized Pen- 
dergast as his boss and in spite of ev ery ­ 
thing stuck to him until the old man died 
after a jail sentence. He went to his fu­ 
neral. This personal loy alty to men tran­ 
scends his belief in ideas. 


As a senator, he v oted regularly . 
H i s 
leader was Franklin D. Roosev elt and he 
did as he was told. Chairman of an inv esti­ 
gating committee, he did a good job but he 
failed to embarrass the administr a t i o n 
with such unpleasantnesses as were s u b ­ 
sequently unfolded. As v ice-president, he 
minded his own business, making no at­ 
tempt to play any role at all, not ev en that 
of his predecessors, J ack G a r n e r and 
Hcnrv Wallace. 
I 
Catapulted into the presidency by Roose­ 
v elt’s death, he ex pected that the g a n g 
would accept the leadership to which his 
office entitled him. He tried to play with 
some Republicans but found that unpleas-1 
ant because it is unorthodox according to 
his way of thinking. He tried to operate a 
bi-partisan foreign policy but it irked him 
and he told the Republicans only as little 
as was necessary to prev ent an eruption. 
Naturally a conserv ativ e, he got r i d of 
most of the New Dealers, but when Henry 
Wallace got on his tail, he reluctantly took 
th em back. 


He is incapable, as J esse J ones made so 
lear, of understanding and dealing with 
issues and principles, because he is only 
accustomed to making deals with men. He 
ti es not grasp the rev olt in the South; the 
Dix iecrats are just a lot of sore-heads who 
will not let him play the game as he thinks 
it best for 19 48. 


Dewey , on the other hand, hardly c o n ­ 
cerns h imself with party organization as 
such . He started as a Young Republican in 
New York and opposed the Old Guard. A 
public prosecutor, he looked for crooks in 
h iw o wn party as well as among the opposi­ 
tio n. Hav ing discov ered that political affil­ 
iatio n is a poor test for v irtue, he retained 
deserving Democrats in office both as dis­ 
trict attorney and as gov ernor. 


For instance, he selected Frank Hogan, 
a Democrat, as his successor as district 
atto rney and then got for him a Republican 
endorsement. Similarly , he has been stead­ 
ily criticized by organization Republicans 
for not throwing out ev ery Democrat he j 
found in Albany when he became gov ernor. 
He retained as commissioner of correction, 
Jo h n A. Ly ons; Frederick A. M o r a n as 
chairman of the board of parole and Dr. 
Edward S. Godfrey J r. as commissioner of 
health, all three appointed by Cov er n o r 
Lehman as Democrats.
